It s a great pity that at a time 
when our Mayor and some of 
our Councillors were exerting 
every energy in an effort to keep 
the wheels in motion during

Repetition Means 
Trouble With U. S. 


The last note from the United 
States to Germany regarding the 
sinking of American and other neu- 
tral vessels is plain and to the point. 
It shou'd leave no doubt in the mind 
of the kaiser’s government as to the 
United States’ stand on this question. 
We reprint the concluding paragraphs 
of the note: — ; 

“The government of the United 

Stites and the Imperial German gov- 
ernment are contending for the same 
‘great object, have long stood together 
in urging the very principles upon 
which the government of the United 
States now solemly insists. 
They are both contending for, the 
freedom of the seas. The govern- 
ment of the United States will con- 
tinue to contend for that | freedom, 
from whatever. quarter violated, with- 
out compromise and ‘at any cost.’ It 
invites the practical co- operation-of 
the Imperial German government at 
this time, when co-operation may ac- 
complish most and this great common 
object be most strikingly and effect 
ively achieved: ‘a, 

The Imperial German cial 
expresses the hope that this object 
may in some be accomplished even 
before the present war ends, ‘It ean 
be. The government of the United 
States not only feels obliged to insist 
upon tit, by whémsoever violated or 
ignored, in the protection of its own 
citizens, but it is also deeply inter- 
ested .in seeing it made practicable 
between the belligerents themselves, 
and holds itself ready at any time to 
act as-the common friend who may | 
be’ privileged to suggest-a way.
